HE lector of Cologne having refolv’d to enter 
into facred Orders without ftaying till the time 


allow’d him by the Pope’s Difpenfation was ex- 


pir'd, receiv’'d the Order of Subdeacon with Ex- 
emplary Devotion in June laft, from the Arch- 
bifhop of Cambray in the Abbey of Loo near the 
City of Lifle, after he had qualified himfelf to 
perm the Functions of it by practifing them 
everal Months in divers Churches of that City : 
He was made a Deacon by the Bithop of Tour- 
nay, on the Feaft of the Conception of the Virgin, 
in the Church of the Recollects in the fame City 5 
and having thereupon difpos’d himfelf, by Works 
of Charity and preaching frequently, to receive 
the Order of Priefthood, he was confecrated the 
Chriftmas-day following, by the Bifhop of Tour- 
nay in the Parochial Church of St. Maurice in 
Lifle. At the fame time his Electoral Highnefs 
refoly’d to celebrate his Mafs on Newyeatr’s 
Day, in the Jefuites Church in Lifle: Whereupow 
he writ to his Brother the Elector of Bavaria, to 
invite him to be prefent at it, and that Prince re- 
turn’d Anfwer, That he was defirous not only of that 
Satufattion, but likewife of the Comfort to receive 
the Communion that Day from bu Hands, and would 
come accordingly, The Elector of Cologne ac- 
quainted the King of : France likewife,*by his En- 
voy, with the Day he defign’d to fay his firft 
Mafs, and defir’d his Majefty to nominate fome 
Perfon to affift at that Ceremony on his Part ; and 
his Majefty fent Order to that purpofe to the 
Prefident M. Rouille, who repair’d to Liflee The 
aid Ceremony was perform’d in the following 
Manner, to the great Edification of all that faw 


It. 

The ift of January 1707 the Elector of Cologne 
went early in the Morning to hear Mafs in the 
Chappel of our Lady of Grace, a League without 
the City of Lifle, and thence return’d incognito to 


the Houfe in which the Elector of Bavaria was 


lodg’d, to go with him publickly to the Church 
of the Jefuites appointed for the Ceremony. 
The Proceffion was made through the principal 


Streets of the City, and was begun by three oo ) 
a- 


of the Jefuites Scholars, the firft in the French 


_ bit, the next in the Roman, and the third in the 


Hungarian Fathion: They were on Horfeback, e 
Troop confifted of 40 Schollas, and was led * 
its Officers, Then came a Troop of the Micétor 
of Bavaria’s Regiment of Carabineers, wich their 
Standards, Trumpets, and Kettledrums. Then » 
Equerries of the two Electors, on Horfeback, foi- 
low’d by all the Livety Servants belonging to the 
Stables of the two Courts, marching together in 
one Company without Diftinction. Then 
Coaches with 6 Horfes each, in which were the 
Gentlemen Carvers and other Gentlemen Waiters 
belonging to the two Electors : Two other Coaches 
with 6 Horfes, in which were the Gentlemen of 
their Bed-Chambers: And two mote like Coaches 
in which were the Minifters of the two Courts 
and 4 Canons of the Cathedral Church of Liege 
deputed by the Chapter co affift at the Cetemony. 
They were follow’d by the great Marthal of the 
Court: of Cologne, reprefented by the Count d’ 
- Arco, riding between two Gentlemen performin 

the Office of Stewards of the Houfehold; thefe 
three rode cover’d ; the Count d’Arco had a Sil- 
ver Staff, and the other two had black Staves tipp’d 
with Ivory: Then came two Harbingers of the 
two Courts on Foot, follow’d by the Footmen of 
the two Electors mingled together without Di- 


tinction: Then the Trumpets of the rwo Courts, 


and the Kertle-Drums of that of Cologne, all on 
Morfeback ; follow’d by the Elector of Cologne’s 
Troop of Garabineers, marching on Foor, with their 
Pertuifans. 
Then came the Elector of Cologne’s Yeomen of 
the Guard, preceeded by their Drums and Haut- 
boys, and led by their Lievtenant. jt 
ext came on Foot the two Harbingers of the 
Chamber to the two Electors, follow'd by the Pages 
of borh Courts. Thén the Herald of Arms'§of 
‘ Beechtergaden, fingle, and uncover'd ; the three He- 
ralds of Arms of Flildefheim, Ratisbon, and Liege, 
in a Rank, the firft in the Middle the fecond on 
his Right; the Herald of Arms of the Houfe 
of Bavaria, fingle ; and then thofe of the two 


Electorates, thofe of Cologne having the Right- 


Hand, and all were uncover'd. Two Gentlemen 
of the Bed-Chamber on Horfeback, bareheaded, re- 
ey the two Chamberlains of the two E- 
eCtors ; the firft carrying a filver Mace with a 
Seal, denoting the Office of Arch.Chancellor of 
Italy which is annex'd to the Eletorfhip of Cologne, 
and the other a Globe to denote the Office of Archi- 
dapifer annex’d to the Electorfhip of Bavaria. After 
them came two Gentlemen of the Bed-Chamber 
bareheaded, carrying on red Velver Cufhions the 
Electoral Caps of the two Electors. Then the two 
Marfhals of the two Courts, carrying Swords in 
Scabbards with the Points upwards; the Scabbard 
of the Elector of Cologne’s Sword was of-red Vel- 
vet, and the Elector of Bavaria’s of blue Velvet. 


Then came the Coach with 6 Horfes, in _ : 
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Gir the of Cologne on the Right-Hand, 


cloath’d ia an Ecclefiaftical Habit of Scarlet, as 
Legate of the holy See ; and the Elector of Ba- 
varia on the Left, in his ufual Drefs: On each fide 
the Coach rode their two Mafters of the Horfe, 
and the Officers of their Life-Guards. Then fol- 
low’d the Elector of Cologne’s Guards on Foot ; 
and a Troop of the Elector of Bavaria’s Regiment 
of Carabineers clos'’d the March.
